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INTRODUCTION 


N compiling this issue of Homes of Comfort, we have desired that this book be of real help 

to the home builder in the selection of a home. We have tried to visualize the ideas and 
requirements of prospective homebuilders, giving them a wide variety to choose from, know- 
ing that every design would not appeal to all. We knew that a question of finances would 
influence their selection of a style and size of their home; also that the location of the lot and 
the popularity of certain building materials in the various parts of the country would affect 
their choice. Keeping this in mind we have gathered together a book which illustrates homes 
of brick, stucco, siding and shingle construction, in various sizes, and from the moderately ex- 


pensive to the most economical. 


Substituting Siding for Stucco 


If stucco work is not popular in your part of the 
country, shingles or siding can be substituted without 
losing any of the beauty of the design. 


If a home illustrated is shown constructed in stucco, 
you may get a fairly good idea of how it would look in 
siding or shingle by comparing with one of the other 
designs with which it is quite similar. We may show a 
Colonial design in siding with entrance at the left, and 
practically the same design house in stucco with en- 
trance in the center. It should not be much of an effort 
to picture one or the other exterior finishes reversed. 
The same method can be applied all the way through 
the book, so that any design shown in stucco which 
you may want to build with siding may be visualized. 


Some of the homes show a trimming in stone. In 
certain parts of the country, it may be almost 
impossible to obtain the stone, and in cases of this 
kind, a fancy brick can be resorted to, with a very 
nice effect, 


Interior Layouts 


Considerable time and attention has been paid to the 
floor plans in an effort to give you the best interior 
layout possible with the space at hand. Rooms have 
been laid out in keeping with the furniture which 
might be used, providing a very satisfactory arrange- 
ment in all designs. Provision has been made for such 
conveniences as linen cabinets, clothes chutes, etc., 
which of course may be omitted if not wanted. We 
have shown on the plans our suggestions in placing 
the kitchen cupboards, sink, refrigerator, etc., but 
these may be changed to suit the individual taste. 


Correct Plans 


The plans are all architecturally correct and will work 
out properly, as they have been gone over very care- 
fully for any discrepancies. You will not find such 
common faults as “not having sufficient headroom on 
stairs,’ “not being able to get a door of the size 
specified on the plan in some opening,” “elevations not 


corresponding (lining up) with the plans,” and vice 
versa, etc. 

The designs shown in this book were selected from 
a large number of actual photographs of houses already 
built from plans drawn specially to our customers 
order in our own architectural department and you 
may have complete confidence in the final result if you 
strictly follow our plans, with regard to both size 
and design. 


Changes 


Do not attempt to cut down on the size, change the 
pitch of the roof, or make other alterations and expect 
the same result as shown in the photograph. Some- 
times it will not spoil the effect, but more often it 
destroys the correct proportions of the design and 
gives you a result which will not be at all satisfactory. 
If there are any alterations or changes desired, we 
would suggest that you have our plan department 
draw up a new set of plans incorporating these 
changes, as by doing so, you will be retaining the 
design you have selected, and building the home with 
a minimum amount of trouble. 

Minor changes, such as moving a door, changing a 
non-bearing partition, and other slight changes, would 
not call for new plans, as the contractor can take care 
of this on the job. We would suggest, however, that 
you make these changes on the blue prints before turn- 
ing the plans over to your builder, and so avoid any 
misunderstandings later. 


Building Ordinances 


All of our plans are strict enough to comply with 
practically all (98%) of the building ordinances of 
cities all over the country.

There is an entirely different arrangement of the 
stairs in this plan, a nice balustrade shows in the 
living room, and you go upstairs through a plaster 
arch. The living room is long, with fireplace and book- 
cases in one end. The dining room is conventional.

This home, in a setting of 
trees, will look very attractive. Much thought has 
been given to planning the interior to include all 
the comfort in a home of this size. There is a larger 
living room than you would expect to have, which 
includes a fireplace. A coat closet has been worked 
in at the foot of the stairs. The stairway with 
spiral turn and plastered arch above is pretty. The 
kitchen is complete in every respect even to includ- 
ing a closet for brooms. The upstairs contains only 
two bedrooms but they are of good size.

THERE are not many frills to this home. Just sufficient 
has beenadded to take away the plainness, and give it some 
individuality. The indented plaster panels over the win- 
dows and the rounded entrance gives a different appear- 
ance to a home of this design, without adding much ex- 
pense. You gain a wider effect with the addition of the 
ornamental gate on the side, which is rather pretty in it 
self. The interior planning of the first floor shows a little 
different arrangement. The living room is long, and shows 
an artistic stairway on one side, with entrance also from 
the kitchen. The closet on the stair may be reversed by 
having the door opening from the hall. The dining room 
with its many windows will be a cheerful part of the 
home.
